ing and ironing and are nseless there-
nftor,

A very simple and pretty front s
made of wash silk curved ont at the
throat lines and basted on a stiff col:
Iar, whont which s ribbon is tied,
finishing in a bow st the back: the
ailk is long anongh to hang o little
full at tho waist, a thread is ran about
kwo inches from the bottom, drawing
the fullness into the front, and this is
fucked under the band of tho skirt
and held firmly in placs by the belt
of leather or ribbon,  To Inander thia
all that is necessary in o rip it off the
collar, let ot the drawing throad,
wish it thoroughly in warm soap suds,
rine inoold water and while still very
wet pin it, stretohed tightly, on alnp-
hosrd or noy smooth surfnce. When
dry it will be na free from wrinklos as
if ironed and ne eoft as now silk, It
is a great mistake ever to fron thin
eilk, as, tf done when damp, 1t bocomes
ns ernokly ns paper, while f allowed
to partly dry fest, it is almost impos-
sibla to entirely remove the rough dry
uppearance, unless s very hot iron in
uked, in which onse thero in danger of
scorehing, Hot irons are not alwnys
convenient things to obiaiu when not
in one's own home, and a knowledge
of bow to obluin satisfuctory results
withont ther is not to be ignored.

Delieate handkerohiafs, if oarefully
washed, and while very wet, sprond on
n mirror or window pane and left
there till perfeotly dry, will look as
though beautifully ironed.

Chamois gloves should be washed on

the hands, all the senms pushed into
their right places, and the gloves part-
Iy dried with a soft towel before being
gently removed, siretoled as when
new, and left to complete the process
in the fresh uir. Before wosring they
shonld be ribbed slightly to take away
the stiffuoss, which is characteristic of
chamois after boing wet.

From the time whon the sweet menly
““haryest apoles” full, to the frosty dny
when we pluck the last round juioy
globe whose erimson cheeks glow with
the fresh orispnosa concealed within,
we enjoy this bonntiful gift of nature;
snd what a number of appetiziug
way# there are of preparing this fruit,
While delicious in its natural state,
unlike many others, it is nclually im-
roved by cooking., Toapple-lovine
Eoncukeepeu the following recipes,
handed down from onr grandmother's
day, n relio of her large, ennny old-
fashioved kitoben where were pro-
duced wouderful goodies, which ap-
peased our ebildish hanger,
To Preserve Apples—Fare anl weigh
ten punuds of apples, put them into n
pan to stew, with one pint of water;
when all are dissolved, putin the same
weight of sngar, twd ounces of gronnd
ginger, with the juics aud grated rind
of four or five lemons. Boil rather
more than half an hour, stirring all
the time. TPut away in preserve jars
or stone crooks,

Apple in Jelly—Peel and quarter
nome good apples, taking out the
cores, then place them with some
slices of lemon in & preserving ketle,
oover slightly with sugar, pour on the
npples o little cold water and boil un-
fil tender. Carefully take out the
Eimu of apple and place in jrs, then

oil the syrap down, until it will jal-
15, ’ancl pour over the apples immedi-
alely.

A;:rlo Souffle—Stew Lhe apples with
a little lemon-peel ; sweeten and then
sy them around the inside of o dish.
Moko a cnstard of the yolks of two
oged, a little cinnamon, sugar, and
milk, Let it thicken over o slow fire,
but not boil; when ready, pour it
into the center of the dish containing
the Japples, Best the whites of the
eged to a strong froth, and cover the
whole. Throw oyer it a good deal of
powdered sugar, and then brown it.

Boiled Apple Padding—Make a but-

ter orust or & suet one, using for o
moderate-sized puddiog from three-
quartera to one pound of four, wilth
the other ingredisnts in proportion,
Butter & Dbasin; line it with paste;
pare, core and cut apples into slices,
sod fill the busin with these ; add sugar
to taste, flavor with lemonpeel nnd
juice, wnd cover with crust, pineh the
edges together, flour the oloth, place
it over the pudding, tying seourely,
and pot into plenty of fast-boiling
water., Lot tlis botl from one and a
Lalfl to two and o ball hours, secord-
ing to tho wine ; then turn ont of the
basin, and send it 1o table quiokly,
Apple puddings may nlso be boiled in
u vloth without s busin; but, when
made o this way, it must be served
without the least delay, us the crust
80 oot bycomes bheavy, Apple pud-
ding is o yory couveunicnt dish to huve
when the diuper bour is ratber nu-
octtaiu, as it does not sppil by being
boiled an extea honr; care, however,
wust bie taken to keep it well covered
with water all the time, aod ot to ul-
low the boiling to ccose. —New Or-
